* This will allow for creation of an excellent trail
system as the CR will provide for public access
to logging roads.

* Excellent wildlife habitat as seen in pictures of
moose, deer, fox, bobcat, raccoon, turkey and
porcupine.

* Open space has aesthetic value and provides
the rural character of the town.

* This property is a weII-manaﬁed, productive
forest that has been under chap. 61 forestry
plan for 30+ years.

* Black Brook a 15t order stream that provides

Why a Conservation Restriction?

The owner would like to continue to farm
(trees, pasture, blueberries), but needs the
money.

Provision of the CR allows for public access to
the property.

Provides all benefits of open space, in
perpetuity yet is privately managed relieving
the town of that responsibility.

Not more than 10 acres cleared -- where it is
NOW. The rest must remain as forest.

The land remains economically active: timber
harvest jobs, income taxes. The real estate tax
stays same (Chap 61)
